All the news media gave an unusual amount of 
coverage to the recent inquiry into the railroad prob- 
lem, made by a House subcommittee. It is almost uni- 
versally acknowledged that the railroads' deteriorating 
economic position is a direct and Immediate threat to 
this country's material well-being and military Se-

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat,, as did other lead- 
ing newspapers, ran a feature series entitled "What's 
Wrecking the Railroads?" Thereafter its publisher ad- 
dressed an open letter to President Eisenhower point- 
ing out that railroad "employment has dropped to half 
of the 1926-30 average; that many' railroads are now 
operating with heavy deficits; and that as many as 33 
railroads could be plunged into bankruptcy in 1958 
unless effective action is taken." He added that". . . 
everyone would Jbe affected by the impending rail 
calamity." 

Then he said that two major reasons are responsi- 
ble for the crisis: "1. Restrictive governmental legis- 
lation which falls to, recognize that railroads no longer 
have'' a monopoly on the movement of people and 
goods. 2. Unconscionable 'featherbedding* practices 
by the operating unions which likewise have complete- 
ly failed to keep pace with changing times and tech- 
nological progress." 

This publisher also appealed to the President "to 
assume active leadership in saving an Industry whose 
earnings and whose usefulness to the nation are of 
equal necessity in peace and in war". We can all join 
in that appeal.

Big Fire Here in 1903 
- A 'big disaster to Antioch was a 
fire in 1903 which destroyed build- 
ings from the Henry Herman saloon 
(now Bussie's Tavern) south to the 
Keulman jewelry store. 

The first automobile in Antioch 
was purchased by Susan Morley in 
1905. 

At an earty date Sportsman's 

Race track was opposite the present 

Willow Dale Dairy; 

Other notations by Wilton were: 

The Methodist church was built 

in 1901; the high school In 1915. 

A Campbellite church stood in the 
present location of St. Ignatius' 
Church; St. Peter's Catholic church 
was on Victoria street, and the bell 
for it was given by Dr. Charles 
Venn. 

An old grist mill 'probably was 
the first building in the area and it 
stood at Sequoit creek. 

The first bank was started in the 
Powles building in 1894. 

The first electric lights appeared 
in 1907 and were used by the firm 
of Critfb and Kellogg. 

Water was supplied to a village 
fountain from a wooden box-pipe 
which extended from Waukesha, 
Wis., to the Chicago Fair grounds 
at Jackson Park in 1893. This pipe 
ran down Main street and was dug 
up while the street was being built.

Yes, it is important to 
have a usable small craft, but going 
further than that it is also neces- 
sary that you carry adequate, safety 
equipment. Does your boat have an 
anchor with a suitable length of 
line atttached to it? Are you carry- 
ing an extra pair or oars, or if you 



are. using an outboard motor did you 
bring along a pair of oars? .. 

Do you have a suitable light that 
can be seen from all directions when 
you are afloat at night? It there 
a bailing can in your boat? How 

about a life preserver? Are you 
making every non-swimmer that 
comes aboard your boat wear an 
adequate flotation device? 

If you are not following these 
suggestions, take a few minutes to 
think about it; and the next time 

you go out on the water, make sure 
you have the equipment mentioned 
above. 

These safeguards will protect your 
life, the lives of your family, friends 
and you may find cause to help 
someone else who is in trouble due 
to inadequate equipment.

Millions of Americans taking to the 

open road for fun, adventure, sight- 
seeing, and inspiration also have the 
potential of spoiling the very thing 
which they -seek to enjoy. 

It is imperative that parks and 
forests be protected from ' destruc- 
tion that would impair their, func- 
tion for generations to come. Many 
park features cannot be replaced. 

Vandalism both deliberate and 
thoughtless puts an unnecessary bur- 
den upon agencies administering 
natural areas. When recreational 
areas and facilities are damaged or 
destroyed the public is the loser. 

Vandalism in state and national 
parks totals more than 12 million 
dollars annually,- and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars yearly in 
municipal parks. 

Money that goes down "rat holes" 
correcting vandalism could be used 
to acquire additional park areas and 
improve facilities. Much vandalism 
is due to shortages in park staffs. 
The addition of park personnel has 
lagged far behind the vast post-war 
surge in park attendance. 

Vandals may be classed as litter- 
bugs, breakers, pluggers, cutters, 
removers, and burners. Scattered 
trash, plugged fountains and toilets, 
defaced trees and buildings, and, 
burned tables require expensive 
labor that is needed for new im- 
•provements. 

Intelligent .park and forest use is 
a product of education. Desired 
perception in park use is based 
upon awareness, curiosity, knowl- 
edge, and appreciation of park and

Careless park use may result from 
poor maintenance by operating 
agency. Sufficient trash containers 
must be provided and emptied regu- 
larly and firewood supplies main- 
tained.

Left to our natural selves, 
we make wisdom a matter of arith- 
metic, right and wrong a matter 
of counting noses. We wait, before 
making up our minds, till we see 
which way the bandwagon Is 
headed, and then we Jump aboard. 
True faith asks first. What la right? 
What does God say? and not What 
do people say? What does the 

biggest crowd think? 

OaanHng Bod In 

The wisdom of faith, now to our 
time as in the time of Joshua, has 
conadence enough to God always 
to count him In. Most Americans 
believe to God. so the polls say. 
But most Americans make plana, 
large or small, without any thought 
of God, precisely as if he did not 
exist That majority report of the 
ten timid spies never mentioned 
God at all. Maybe they Just forgot 
him enUrely. Maybe they thought 
be had worn himself out getting 
the people out of Egypt Anyway, 
their plans and recommendations 
had no room for him. The nxtoority 
report, with the wisdom of faith. 
Included five little words (to our 
English translation) that made all 
&e difference: "The i LORD is with 
Uf." The people could not believe 
£at ... and so they died without 
aver setting foot on Canaan i s son. 
It takes faith to count God to to 
your plans and your hopes. It takes 
faith to believe that what God 
wlnts done, can be done. The test 
of faith is not the sure tbtog. toe 
project that can't miss l The r teat 
Of faith is not the bright day but 
toe dark one. Jesus himself once

T '§ All of the evidence 
in Washington this 
week adds up to the 
conclusion that the 
big firm battle be- 
tween' Congress aad Secretary of 
Agriculture Eua Taft Benson is, for 
all practical purposes, over for this 
year. -_-;.-., :5 - ''W ; „p ; ' 

Washington rates the battle as a 
draw. Both sides have shown them- 
selves to be strong on defense and . 
weak, on offense, it Is unlikely that v 
there will be another major dash 
before Congress adjourns. '■■'■ 

Obviously, neither Benson nor 
Congress Is satisfied with the out- 
come of efforts to enact new farm, 
legislation; Each, quite naturally, 
blames the other for ^.the failure. 
There are bitter men In Congress, and 
Benson is unhappy. 

Both the Farm Bloc and Benson 
began the battle with .a sort of 
gentlemen's agreement on one thing: 
Unless substantial changes in present 
farm laws were made the 5-year 
farm depression would continue and 
deepen. . . 

Then, in January, President Elsen- 
hower sent Benson's blueprints* for 
farm law revisions to Congress and 
urged prompt passage. Instead, Con- 
gress tossed them into the waste- 
basket without so much as a second 
reading. 

Congress then set out to keep 
Benson from doing what it told him 
two years ago he could do If he 
wanted to— lower farm price sup- 
ports to 15% of parity. It passed a 
price support freeze bill aimed at 
voiding reductions Benson had made, 
and whkh economists estimated 
would lower farm income by half a 
billion dollars this year. 

President Eisenhower sent the 
bill back to the hill with a veto 
message that left no doubt about 
whose side he was oh In the farm law 
battle. That was Benson's greatest 
hour of triumph. / 

The official record of the Cabinet 
meeting at which the veto was Anally 
decided on may never be made 
public. But an off-the*rccord version 
is being accepted in Congress, as 
having some resemblance to the facts. 

Vice President Richard Nixon, 
credited by some with being a behind- 
the-scenes leader of "dump Benson 1 ' 
forces, is said to have opened the. 
' Cabinet meeting with an appeal to 
the f resident to sign the price freeze 
bill. 

-The report goes on to relate that 
Mr. Eisenhower put the question to 
a sort of informal vote, and that a 
majority supported Mr. Nixon. A 
veto, it was argued, would be bad 
economics and worse politics. 

The President is said to have indi- 
cated he might agree if Benson would 
withdraw his recommendation that 
the bill be vetoed. As Congress gels 
the story, Benson replied he could not 
tell the President what to do, but 
that if the bill were signed he would 
feel compelled to resign. 

Mr. Eisenhower is reported to 
have replied to the effect that his 
mind was made up, he would veto, 
and to have added "Ezra, you are 
my Secretary of Agriculture for as 
long as I am President." 

The story, whether or not accurate, 
has made a profound impression on 
many congressmen who formerly 
were among Benson's most severe 
clitics. * It convinced them that it 
probably is useless to pass a farm 
bill that does not have the prior 
approval of Secretary Benson. 

And that is how and why the big 
farm battle fizzled out like a wet 
firecracker.

"On May 13 the average taxpayer 
across, the United States can start 
to save, invest or spend his earnings. 
Up to that time practically every- 
thing he earned just about covered 
his tax bill — Federal, State and local 
for the year. May 13 becomes the 
first day of freedom for "Mr. Aver- 
age Taxpayer," and the Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois joins Califor- 
nia Taxpayers Association and the 
Florida Retailers Association, co- 
sponsors of the idea, in celebrating 
this Tax Freedom Holiday. 

Getting down to statistics, the date 
of May 13 is arrived at in this man- 
ner! 

Estimated personal income of the 
people of the United States this year 
—$115,000,000,000 to $125,000,000,000. 

Estimated ratio of tax take to 
estimated personal income— 36 per 
cent. 

Thirty-six per cent of 305 day 
year is approximately 132 days. 

Then, the 133rd calendar day of 
1958, the first day of freedom tor the 
taxpapcr, falls on May 13. 

While dealing with statistics, it 
should be remembered that a billion 
dollars is equal to a little more than 
one day's earnings of all the people 
of the nation. Every billion govern- 
ment spends takes a little more than 
a day's work for all of the people 
to foot the tax bill. 

Likewise, every billion that gov- 
ernment saves means that one more 
day's earnings will be left in the 
packets of the people — to spend, 
save, or invest. For example, if a 
billion were cut — spread all over the 
nation in small savings in govern- 
ment spending — National Tax 
Freedom Holiday could be a day 
earlier than May 13, 1059. 

If the remaining Hoover report 
recommendations for Federal sav- 
ings were put into effect, National 
Tax could be much earlier in 1959. 

If the people who want lower 
taxes — if they want National Tax 
Freedom Holiday earlier i n 1959 — 
now is the time to get behind the 
drive for reductions in the Federal 
budget and to buck economy drives 
in State and local communities.

Week of May 12-17 

CHICAGO— Market attention focus- 
es on fresh' vegetables in a week 
that sees very little change in basic 
food costs in the metropolitan area. 

In a sense, consumers now are 
beginning to receive a vegetable 
price dividend as result of prolonged 
bad weather previously reported. 
As volume increases from new pro- 
ducing regions and these supplies 
clash marketwise with commodities 
from weather-retarded areas, prices 
tumble. But veterans are now 
eyeing Illinois weather— crops al- 
ready one week off planting sched- 
ule . because of below-normal May 
temperatures. Prolonged, this would 
also affect consumer costs and bar- 
gains. 

The University of Illinois con- 
sumer service weekly survey of 
wholesale-retail markets shows 
both prices and qualities of fresh 
receipts ranging widely. Indica- 
tions arc that better consumer values 
will be found for: 

Sweetcorn, cucumbers, home 
grown asparagus, green vegetables, 
cabbage, tomatoes from Mexico, 
(Texas, Florida and northern green 
houses, acorn squash on a significant 
market change, and more California 
lettuce. 

Fruits are badly supplied, the only 
seasonal value possible beings straw- 
berries, in improved volume and 
good quality. Tennessee, Arkansas 
and California arrivals take the 
place of depleted Louisiana supplies. 
Apples are in mare limited supply
